A years pastor of St. Stephen’s Cath-

\died at Georgetown university hos- 
'pital at 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
‘ing. He was 69 years old. 

The venerable prelate had been 
ill only a short time, and his death 
/was a shock to most members of 
‘the congregation. A stomach dis- 
order was given as the cause of 
death. 

With Mgr. Cassidy when he died 
were his two assistants, the Rev. T. 
Vincent Fitzgerald and the Rev. 
Arthur W. Murphy. Father Fitz- 
gerald will be administrator of St. 
Stephens until a new pastor has 
been appointed. 

The body of Mgr. Cassidy was 
taken to the church rectory last 
evening. Tomorrow at 7 o'clock it 
will be placed before the altar, 
where kneeling parishioners. will 
keep vigil until the final services 
Thursday morning. 

Mer. Cassidy about a year ago, 
underwent an operation which re- 
sulted in the amputation of a leg. 
He had always been a great walker. 
He had made a round of his parish 
almost daily for 15 years. 

When he came back to the church 
on his crutches he was presented 
‘with an automobile, and in this he 
continued to make his rounds of 
the neighborhood.

TAX RETURNS JME 
$25,061,061 FOR YEA 


Virtually All but Admissions 
Levy Yield More Than 
Previous Year. 


TOTAL IS $2,835,999,892 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Federal tax collections increased 
$251,851,861 in the fiscal year 
ending June despite rate reduc- 
tions which went into .effect in 
midyear, it was shown yesterday 
in annual report of the internal 
revenue bureau. 

With the exception of the admis- 
sions tax, virtually every other 
levy yielded a higher return during 
the year than in the previous year. 
Total collections of internal reve- 
nue for the last year were $2,835.- 
999,892. 

Income taxes accounted for most 
of the increase, corporation levies 
netting $178,747,037 more than a 
year ago and individual income 
taxes yielding $33,698,054 more. 
The corporation tax was increased 
14 of 1 per cent the last half of 
the year, but individual income 
rates were slashed heavily. 

Of the miscellaneous taxes, the 
admissions levy returned only 
23,980,676 during the year com- 
pared with $30,907,809 in the 
previous year, but the tax on atnto- 
mobiles yielded $113,133,245 com- 
pared with $94,141,549 the year 
before. Total collections from 
miseellaneous taxes were $861,- 
895,750, or an increase of $39,- 
414,532 during the year. 

Tax refunds on account of illegal 
or erroneous’ collection totaled 
$174,156,897, which was regarded 
as rather high by officials, but this 
was offset by collection of $404, 
537,467 back taxes. 

More than a fourth of all the 
taxes were collected in New York, 
where income tax receipts alone 
amounted to $569,505,487 and 
miscellaneous revenue to %$164,- 
224,046. The highest collection on 
account of the automobile levy was 
in Michigan, where $84,391,992 
was paid. North Carolina showed 
collections of $149,637,306 on ac- 
count of the cigaret tax. 


AMERICA POPULATED 
BY WAY OF ALASKA 


Asiatics Used Peninsula in 
Migrations, Is View of 
Dr. Hrdlicka. 


Asiatic peoples migrated to North 
America by way of the Alaskan 
peninsula in the opinion of Dr. Ales 
Hrdlicka, the Smithsonian anthro- 
pologist, who has just returned to 
Washington from a summer’s arch- 
eological survey of Alaska. Cover- 
ing the major portion of the Yukon 
basin and of the coast from St. 
Michael and Nome to Barrow, Dr. 
Hrdlicka believes he has gathered 
further light’on the probable route 
by which primitive man first set 
foot on the American continent. 

“The results of the survey are 
fourfold,’ Dr. Hrdlicka said. ‘In 
the first place, it was. possible to 
secure much data and extensive col- 
lections, some of Which are of much 
scientific value Secondly, prepara- 
tions were laid for several highly 
promising pieces of more intensive 
work during the next few seasons. 
Thirdly, new light was obtained on 
the racial. relations between Indians 
and Eskimo. A fourth result of 
the expedition was the sowing of 
interest in.the archeology of Alaska 
among the white and even the na- 
tive population of that territory. In 
every town of any size—Juneau, 
Anchorage, Ruby, Fairbanks, St. 
Michael, Nome—-lectures were given 
on the questions of the peopling 
of America. This created interest 
which should bear fruit in the pres- 
ervation of chance finds that may 
be often of great importance.”

Politicians in charge of the na- 
tional phases of the Democratic fall 
campaign will not be satisfied with 
any such program. They feel that 
it will give Judge -Robert Wagner 
neither opportunity nor material 
for his campaign against Senator 
James W. Wadsworth for the sena- 
torship, and they are of‘the opinion 
that capture of the remaining New 
York seat in the Senate is a con- 
summation as much desired as the 
reelection of Al Smith. 

According to the *Washington 
viewpoint there is nothing to be 
gained for the ticket as a whole by 
‘pussy footing’ on national issues. 
Opinion here is that fince the party 
in New York already is ‘‘wet’’ be- 
yond redemption, there is no point 
in giving Senator Wadsworth what 
capital he may make out of his de- 
mand for the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment, and that the New 
York Democrats should make ad- 
herence to the world court a party 
matter in that State just as it has 
been adopted elsewhere as a Demo- 
cratic creation. 

To do otherwise, it is said here, 
would give foundation to the charge 
made before this that Gov. Smita 
would be willing to play politics 
with Senator Wadsworth this year 
in order to build his political fences 
for the day two years from now 
when candidates for occupancy of 
the White House will be chosen. 

Many Democratic leaders have 
voiced the sentiment that Gov. 
Smith by obtaining the guberna- 
torial nomination for the fourth 
time, a greater honor than has ever 
fallen to any citizen of New York 
before, has done enough to for- 
ward his own hopes and that he 
should do what he can this year to 
improve the party’s chances in the 
next Congress. 

These party men point to the dif- 
ficulty which the Republicans are 
having in selecting a guberhatorial 
candidate and the demand that Re- 
publican ‘‘drys’’ are making for the 
inclusion of a law enforcement 
plank in the platform as sufficient 
evidence of the fact that the ad- 
ministration road in New York is 
none too smooth. They have vi- 
sions, therefore, of carrying the en- 
tire slate provided that the Syra- 
cuse convention—-which they say 
is Al Smith—gives Judge Wagner 
and the others on the _ ticket 
weapons with which to carry on the 
fight.

Knowing that there was no 
patrol box in the location the men 
stated, the policemen grew ‘suspi- 
cious and upon a second look found 
the four resembled the bandits de- 
scribed in the look-out. The four 
were placed under arrest, each po- 
liceman taking two. 


Wounded, but Gives Chase. 


According to Capt. Cornwell, the 
bandits asked the police to take 
them to their car and they could 
prove their assertions. The police 
acquiesced, knowing that a patrol 
box was at Grant circle and that 
if their alibi proved false, they 
could call the wagon from this box. 

While at New Hampshire avenue 
and Upshur street, one of the men, 
said to be Marino, broke from the 
grasp of Busch, whipped out a re- 
volver and opened fire, with his 
three companions following his 
lead. :

According to the bandits’ story, 
they, in company with two friends, 
whose names they refused to tell, 
appropriated an automobile turned 
in to a second hand establishment 
on Fourteenth street near Rhode 
Island avenue northwest by R. J. 
Reed, of 1665 Lamont street north- 
west, and went to Muirkirk, Md. 

A motorist, who told Laurel 
police he was Felix B. Solari, of 
Camden, N. J., was held up at the 
point of pistols and robbed of his 
automobile and luggage.

feet below the surface of the Oliver 
mine by a cave-in Friday, could be 
reached, rescue workers today be- 
gan an attempt to establish com- 
munication with the imprisoned 
men. 

Others continued to remove tons 
of debris which carried down a 
shaft sealed the men within- the 
mine.

While it was expected to be some 
time before the men could be 
reached, cots, blankets and first aid 
supplies were brought to the mine 
today and ambulances were held in 
readiness, while relatives and 
friends of the men gathered about 
the opening awaiting news.

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THE DISARMAMENT FRAUD 


In the face of the deliberate and intended 
breakdown of its recent preparatory confer- 


ence on disarmament, the league of nations 
‘has the effrontery to propose a general dis- 
armament conference, to be held within a 
year. 
Good feeling and peace among nations is 
not promoted by such hypocrisy. Every gov- 
“ernment in the world is aware of the reasons 
“for the deadlock in the preparatory confer- 
ence. The chief reason was because certain 
European nations did not intend to reduce 
their armaments. Instead of declaring plainly 
that their situation was such as to make dis- 
armament impossible, they put forth the will- 
fully false plea that they were ready to re- 
duce armaments as soon as a formula could 
be agreed upon; and then they set up obsta- 
cles which were calculated to prevent an 
agreement upon a formula. Some of these 
obstacles were preposterous, and when they 
were interposed they brought down ridicule 
and contempt upon the governments that 
sponsored them. ' 
While Russia threatens the peace of eastern 

Europe, it is idle to suppose that Poland, 

Roumania, Czechoslovakia and their great 

ally, France, will agree to reduce armaments. 

Why should they not state their attitude 

frankly? 

So long as France and Italy are vitally 
- interested in Africa and must keep their com- 
munications open, it is idle to suppose that 
-they will agree to abolish the submarine. 

Why don’t they tell the truth? 

- With the Orient seething with unrest and 
‘with Russia on her flank, it is idle to suppose 
~that Great Britain will agree to deprive her- 
self of cruisers. Why doesn’t Prime Minister 
- Baldwin tell Lord Robert Cecil to quit his 
hypocritical nonsense. and tell the truth? 

- = he Locarno agreements place Germany on 
“a level with the other great powers in the 
league of nations. Germany is disarmed, not 
voluntarily, but under the compulsion of the 

Versailles treaty. As a member of the board 
- of directors of the league, Germany has a 

right to demand that the pious professions 
“regarding reduction of armaments shall be 
“translated into acts by the other European 
“powers. Therefore those powers are placed 
in a position where they must disarm or dis- 
~semble; and they choose to dissemble. 

These facts, here bluntly stated, are well 
_known to the administration. It can not give 
~them to the American people as the reason 
-why President Coolidge looks askance at the 
proposed disarmament conference. But the 
people are entitled to the facts, just the same, 
in order that they may not be misled by the 
-~false utterances of European spokesmen. The 
‘ United States government does not find it 
- easy to counteract the lying propaganda 
: emanating from Geneva, but it will comfort 
Americans to know that President Coolidge is 
not in the least deceived by the talk of dis- 
armament. The United States trusts in God 
and keeps its powder dry. 
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-LIBERTY MOTORS. 


The sale of 12,000 Liberty motors, now 
being held in storage by the War Depart- 
ment, should certainly add impetus to con- 
struction of airplanes in the country. Ac- 
cording to reports these motors are in perfect 
condition and capable of being put in operation 
on short notice. It is surely not the part of 
economy to allow this valuable equipment to 
remain idle, piling up against itself charges 
against depreciation and obsolescence. 

These motors can be sold at less than cur-

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BOOTLEGGERS AS SAMARITANS.

But the doctors who went to Florida to care 
for the sick and injured were equal to the 
emergency, and, according to reports coming 
out of the devastated region, bootleggers re- 
sponded patriotically to the urgent call and 
supplied the remedy so sorely needed. In 
many cases the bootleggers furnished liquor 
free of charge to the sick, injured, and aged. 


BUYING ON .INSTALLMENTS. 


According to the bureau of public roads ap- 
proximately 1,927,000 more automobiles are 
registered in 1926 than were registered in 
1925, and it is estimated that probably $1,000,- 
000,000 is tied up in. machines purchased on 
the installment plan. Taking this as a text, 
a noted economisf asserts that ‘‘overexpansion 
in the installment business is eating the vitals 
of business like a cancer.” Attention is called 
by this economist to the fact that almost every- 
thing now, from houses and lots to suits of 
clothes and dresses and household goods, can 
be and is being purchased on the installment 
plan. oe 

Manifestly the radical criticism quoted here 
is not justified; and the critic fails to interpret 
correctly the economic principle back of the 
installment plan. | 

Ninety per cent of all business is done on 
credit, and purchases of houses and lots as 
well as household goods and automobiles on 
the installment plan are based on this same 
principle of credit. It is a splendid com- 
mentary on human nature, that, as a rule, in- 
dividuals purchasing on credit are honest and 
pay their bills. So long as these transactions 
are based upon the actual use of necessary 
commodities, and not upon speculation, or the 
purchase of luxuries, the installment plan is 
justified. 

But the most important feature of install- 
ment buying is the inducement to deny and 
save until all payments are made and the 
property owned outright. This is a form of 
wealth-creation; and it is precisely the ele- 
ment of thrift that adds all wealth to the land. 

It can be proved that the installment plan 
has added millions of home-owners to the list 
of good citizens. This is the principle upon 
which &1l building and loan associations :pro- 
ceed; and they have been successful, affording 
opportunities to millions to own their own 
homes through self-denial and thrift. 

The only element of danger in this system 
of credit expansion is the granting of large 
credit sums for pure speculation or extrava- 
gance, where there is no inducement to save 
and be thrifty. The installment system has un- 
doubtedly contributed largely to the volume of 
savings and the large increase in the wealth of 
the United States during the last ten years. 


WASHINGTON SUBURBS. 


It is just as essential that the natural beau- 
ty of the topography of the District of Colum- 
bia shall be preserved against desecration as 
that the erection of slums should be prevented. 
The District commissioners are beginning to 
realize that mistakes have been made by some 
development companies through too free a use 
of the steam shovel in leveling rolling terrain, 
and laying out streets regardless of the de- 
struction of natural beauty. An open hearing 
is to be held by the board to consider changes 
in the proposed system of highways in order 
to preserve the natural contour of the land, 
to save valuable trees, and to protect homes 
already built along the line of proposed 
streets. 

Entirely too much has been done in the 
name of progress that can be classified only 
as vandalism. It is high time that this should 
be stopped. The National Capital park and 
planning commission emphasizes the point that 
it is‘seeking a more artistic treatment of the 
restricted residential areas. This body is urg- 
ing a regulation of building construction that 
will result in a greater variety of types of ar- 
chitecture and the suppression, where possible, 
of long rows of houses identical in appearance 
and unsuited to the site whereon it is pro- 
posed to erect them. This is most desirable, 
as it would result in more pleasing and more 
comfortable homes and add to the beauty of 
the Capital. 

Such conditions can not be obtained, how- 
ever, so long as the grading operations of 
those now opening up subdivisions are per- 
mitted to go on unchecked. Some of these 
operations are now being conducted in the 
Northwest section after a fashion that pre- 
cludes the idea of any official supervision. The 
rolling terrain of that forest section near to 
the District line is fast disappearing. Gentle 
hills are being leveled ruthlessly, beautiful 
trees, luxuriant in foliage, are being torn down, 
streets are being cut through and laid out like 
a checker-board, without any provision for 
parks or playgrounds, and when these steam 
shovels have finished their inroads the most 
attractive section of the District will have been 
made drab and ugly as well as lacking in 
breathing spaces. 

If the many authorities now in charge of 
city pianning can not prevent the devastation 
that is going on they had better abandon 
grandiose plans for the future. 


IS DRUNKENNESS INCREASING? 


The Moderation league, whose aim is “the 
restoration of temperance,”’ has submitted the 
report of its latest survey of national condi- 
tions under prohibition. The membership of 
the league includes some of the foremost mon 
in the country. They are members of the bench 
and bar, educators, bankers, builders and 
doctors. , 

The report cites the returns received from 
the police departments of 5664 places, giving 


the official figures of arrests for drunkenness 


for the years 1923 to 1925. Five hundred 
and nine departments reported for the years 
1920 to 1925, and 384 for the years 1914 to 
1925. . 

The most significant disclosures are that 
drunkenness increased: almost twice as fast 
in 1925 as it did in 1924. In 509 places ar- 
rests for drunkenness in 1925 increased 129 
per cent over 1920, the first year of nation-wide 
prohibition; in. 384 places such arrests were 
higher in number than in 1914. The report 
states that conditions in the former “dry 


States’’—those having prohibitory laws before 


the adoption of the eighteenth amendment-—— 


| “are worse today, compared with 1914, than | 
The | | 


are conditions in the wet States.”’ 

Official statistical reports are given which 
appear to prove that in many cities of the 
South, in Atlanta and Birmingham specifically, 
restrictive legislation before 1920 resulted in 
greater practical temperance, while the Vol- 
Stead act, has been followed by steadily in- 
creasing drunkenness. 

A more serious situation is presented when 
it is shown that drinking among minors has 
become alarmingly prevalent all over the coun- 
try. The chief of police of Topeka, capital of 
the dryest State in the Union, reports that 
the prevalence of drinking mong the boys and 
girls there has brought about a condition never 
before known. Similar reports came from 
Idaho, Nebraska, Indiana, Pennsylvania, Wy- 
oming and Washington, while from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia police statistics show that 
during the eight ‘‘saloon years’’ from 1910 to 
1917 the average arrests of minors, charged 
with intoxication, were less than 48 annually, 
whereas in the year 1925 297 children (under 
21) charged with intoxication were arrested. 
That was an increase of 535 per cent above 
the saloon level period, 1910-1917. 

The conclusion reached by the league is that 
a greater degree of temperance can be attained 
by a Wise restrictive law, as a substitute for 
the present statutes, and the league is con- 
vinced that such a policy would have the ‘“‘inci- 
dental advantage of eliminating almost en- 
tirely the scandalous corruption and bribery 
of public officials, would stop the growth of the 
bootlegging millionaire class, would check dis- 
respect for law, and would in addition produce 
a handsome national revenue.” 


REDUCED RENTS. 


According to the National Industrial Con- 
ference board, rents in the United States have 
been steadily declining during the last two 
years. Information upon which the statement 
is based was obtained from actual quotations 
on small houses and apartments such as are 
occupied by wage earners and other families 
of moderate means in 171 cities throughout 
the country. Representing an average for the 
country as a whole, the figures take into ac- 
count rents in large as well as small cities, 
but being national averages, they do not neces- 
sarily apply to any specific locality. 

Rents reached their peak in July, 1924. Last 
August they were nearly 6 per cent lower than 
upon the peak date, more than 2 per cent 
lower than in August, 1925, and more than 


1 per cémt lower than last January. Evidently 


the rate of decline has been gradually slowing 
up. Rents last August were still higher than 
in July, 1914, by approximately 75 per cent. 

These figures indicate a reduction in the 
high cost of living. So far there seems to 
be no tendency to reduce wages. If wage 
levels are maintained, and rents, the chief 
item of living costs, decrease to any consider- 
able extent, fatter pocketbooks should be the 
rule. Decreases of 1 and 2 per cent for the 
country as a whole, however, are negligible 
in any specific community. 

The conference board reports that in the 
Eastern section of the country, during the 
year ended last August, rents were stable in 
33 of the reporting cities, had declined in 26 
cities, and had increased in 2 localities only. 
This, though abstract, is cheering news. 


BRANCH BANKING. 


Again the question of branch banking has 
been brought to public attention by the action 
of the New York State Bankers association 
in adopting resolutions urging bankers to get 
behind the plan of permitting branch banking 
by member banks: within city limits in the 
States which may hereafter authorize branch 
banking. 

This plan, if adopted, would mean the elimi- 
nation of the so-called Hull amendmen to 
the McFadden bill, which proposes to forbid 
national or member banks from having 
branches in the present nonbranch bank 
States, regardless of subsequent permissive 
legislation. 

The resolutions of the New York State 
Bankers association deplore a division of sen- 
timent among bankers on the question of 
branch banking, and declare that if these dif- 
ferences continue between national and State 
banks there may be no legislation at all, al- 
though all parties agree upon other features 
of the McFadden Dill. 

It is obvious that unless the national banks 
now constituting the backbone of the Federal 
Reserve system are given the same privileges 
as State banks in the matter of branch bank- 
ing, many of the national banks will retire 
from the reserve system. The future of the 
Federal Reserve system is at stake in the ques- 
tion of branch banking. It is a matter that 
should be settled by the bankers themselves.

HAS 230TH ANNIVEROARY 


Services Recall History Dating 
Back to Indian Days; Once 
British Headquarters. 


HAVE FETE WEDNESDAY 


An image of a time 230 years ago 
when an old log chapel was erected 
in a wilderness on the site of the 
present church was conjured up at 
the special exercises commemorat- 
ing the 230th anniversary of the 
establishment of St. Matthew’s Epis- 
copal church, Seat Pleasant, Md., 
yesterday. 

Narrating a brief history of the 
church at a special children’s service 
at 11 o’clock in the morning, the 
Rev. R. J. Ripley, rector, told how 
it was first a log chapel, then a 
frame building, and finally the 
present brick structure. However, 
the brick structure was erected 
nearly 200 year ago. Such is the 
quality of the brick that it has en- 
dured to this time, and is now in 
first rate condition, following roe- 
pairs about twelve years ago. 

When the British invaded Wash- 
ington through Bladensburg in the 
war of 1812, the church was used 
as a kind of headquarters and camp- 
ing place. 

At the Sunday school service at 
3:30 o’clock yesterday morning, the 
Rev. D. J. Macdorald, assistant 
pastor of St. Stephen’s church, com- 
mented on the fact that the church 
has endured so long. 

The church is one of the oldest 
in the country. It was originally 
a shrine of worship for one of the 
first communities of white men 
established in Maryland. At the 
time of its inception, the constant 
terror of an Indian attack was still 
prevalant, for the Algonquins were 
still numerous in. these regions.
